Organization Is for Ex-Service 
Men Whether They Went 
Qverseas or Not. Has High 


Aims and Purposes. 





Upland Post of the American Le- 
gion is soon to be organized, the 
charter having been applied for and 
as soon as it arrives the local chap- 
ter is to be organized. All ex-serv- 
ice men are asked to watch for the 
date of organization, the meeting to 
be called immediately following the 
receipt of the charter which author- 
izes the Post to organize. The his- 
tory and purposes of the American 
Legion are given in the following 
paragraphs: 

History 


First organized at a convention in 
Paris on March 15th, 1919, at which 
one thousand delegates’ representing 
all branches of the A. BE. F. were 
present. 

Crystallized by a great convention 
at St. Louis on May 8th, 9th and 
10th, 1910, whose fifteen hundred 
delegates comprised enlisted men 
and officers from every state and 
branch of the military and naval 
service. 


Purposes 


















To promote and present a 100 per 
cent Americanism; to. put into our 
government the concentrated and 
consecrated thought of those who 
served in the world war, and who in 
it received a new baptism of patriot- 
ism—a permanent heritage to our 
country. 

To see that the welfare of the sol- 
dier and sailor shall be looked af- 
ter; to enable him to re-enter civil 
life to the best possible advantage, 
equipped for earning a livelihood; to

etn iwhdteny its individual mem- 
bers will become mgre useful and 
more independent citizens. 

To secure for the ex-service men, 
the state and the nation, an 
“American Square Deal.” 

To combat the autocracy of both 
the classes and the masses and 
make RIGHT the master of MIGHT. 

The American Legion’ is non-par- 
tisan and non-political. It-is not 
military or miltaristic. It makes 
no distinction of rank and no dis- 
tinction between overseas men and 
men who did not get overseas. 

Any soldier, sailor or marine who 
served honorably between April 6th, 
1917, and November 11th, 1918, is 
eligible for membership. 

Those applying for membership 
prior to November 11, 1919 (the date 
of the first national convention), will 
be classified as charter members.

. INATION OF PUPILS 


With the opening of the schools 
for the fall term, the physical ex- 
amination of the children, which has 
been undertaken for some years in 
some California schools, will be un- 
der a new law, passed at the i919 
session of the legislature. This new 
law, which is Section 1618a of the 
Political Code, repealed what was 
known as the Health and Develop- 
ment Act, under which the physical 
examination of school children was 
carried on. 

The new act provides that boards 
of school trustees and city boards of 
éducation may, but are not required 
to, provide for health supervision. of 





the pupils enrolled in the public 
schools and for that purpose may 
appoint nurses, oculists, physicians 
or dentists as physical inspectors. 
Under this law, however, — physical 
examination cannot be made com- 
pulsory, the law providing that a 


parent or guardian having control or 
charge of any child enrolled in the 
public schools may file annually with 
the principal of the school in which 
he is enrolled a statement in writ- 
ing, signed by such parent or guar- 
dian, stating that he will not consent 
to the physical examination of his 
child and thereupon such child shall 
be exempt from any physical 
amination except for contagious dis- 
eases. 

This places the law regarding phy- 
sical examination. on substantially 
the same basis as that concerning 
vaccination. The law regarding vac- 
cination provides that at the begin- 
ning of each school year each child 
shall file either a physician’s certifi- 
cate showing that the child has been 
successfully vaccinated or a certifi- 
cate signed by the parent or guar- 
dian to the effect that the parent cr 
guardian is conscientiously opposed 
to vaccination and will not consent 
to the vaccination of the child. No 
unvaccinated child can be excluded 
except after an epidemic of small- 
pox has been found by the state 
board of health to @xist and then un- 
vaccinated children must be trans- 
ferred to a school which has not 
been exposed to the disease. 

In California there can be no com- 
pulsory vaccination or medical or 
physical examination of the school 
children. 

The Public School Protective Lea- 
gue has just completed the distribu- 
tion from its San Francisco and Los 
Angeles offices of cards for the use 
of parents who do not desire their 
children physically examined—Pub- 
lic School Protective League, Los 
Angeles.
